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Drugs  at  April  Meeting     Association  News 


At  the  April  GPA  meeting  (Tuesday, 
April  12th,  7:30  in  the  Rec  Center), 
Sgt.  David  Robinson  of  the  Police  Nar- 
cotics Division  will  give  a  presentation 
on  drug  sales  and  abuse  taking  place  in 
Glen  Park.     The  presentation  will  in- 
clude actual  drugs  and  paraphernalia, 
and  will  cover  how  drugs  are  stored  and 
sold,  how  to  recognize  when  someone  is 
using  or  selling,  and  —  most  important 
—  what  you  can  do  about  the  problem 
without  putting  yourself  at  risk. 

This  program  comes  in  the  wake  of  a 
federally-led  raid  which  netted  a  major 
haul  of  narcotics,  thousands  of  dollars 
in  cash,  and  an  arsenal  of  weaponry 
suitable  for  storming  the  Bastille. 
The  raid  took  place  not  in  Hunter's 
Point  or  the  Potrero,  but  right  here  on 
Surrey  Street. 

That  event,  combined  with  other  trag- 
edies, has  made  us  realize  we  can  no 
longer  look  the  other  way.     In  view  of 
the  pressure  being  brought  by  other 
neighborhoods  to  remove  dealers  from 
their  streets,  every  neighborhood  has 
to  be  prepared  to  resist  sellers  setting 
up  shop.     Step  one  is  education:  drugs 
don't  look  or  act  like  we  remember  from 
the  60s. 

Sgt.  Robinson  is  a  fascinating,  live- 
ly, no-holds-barred  speaker,  but  not  an 
alarmist.     His  fact-filled  presentation 
is  a  must  for  parents,  teachers,  and 
anyone  concerned  about  the  future  of  our 
nation,  our  city,  and  Glen  Park. 


At  the  February  Annual  Meeting,  four 
new  officers  were  elected.     Only  Nelson 
Combs,  our  long-time  Treasurer,  remains 
to  ensure  continuity  and  tell  everyone 
what  needs  to  be  done.     And  since  he  con- 
trols the  purse,  he  will  receive  our 
rapt  attention.

Air  Traffic  Noise  &  Congestion 

The  GPA  is  represented  on  a  15-member 
Supervisors  Airport  Noise  Committee  (SANC) 
and  on  the  Coalition  for  San  Francisco 
Neighborhoods  Environment  Committee,  as 
well  as  an  ad  hoc  citywide  group  meeting 
with  Congresswoman  Nancy  Pelosi. 

The  SANC  and  CSFN  committees  are  in  the 
process  of  organizing  themselves,  setting 
up  contacts  with  other  community  groups, 
and  establishing  goals  and  priorities. 
It  is  likely  that  SANC  will  be  able  to 
gather  and  process  information,  devote 
resources  to  developing  the  technical  ex- 
pertise needed  to  work  for  effective  sol- 
utions, and  act  as  a  clearinghouse  for 
information  to  other  city  groups.  The 
CSFN  can  organize  effectively  to  exert 
pressure  on  elected  officials  to  act  on 
our  behalf  with  the  Airport  and  the  FAA. 
Both  groups  believe  that,  with  time  and 
commitment,  we  can  find  ways  to  deal  with 
the  problem  and  solve  it .     But  there  are 
no  easy  solutions.

Here,  in  the  middle  of  the  city,  is 
76  acres  of  country  where  you  can  walk 
for  a  half -hour  without  seeing  a  car. 
Glen  Canyon  Park  is  the  last  natural  can- 
yon and  stream  with  public  access  in  San 
Francisco . 

But  while  some  rightfully  caH  it  "an 
island  of  serenity",  others  call  it  "an 
eyesore".     The  canyon  portion  of  the  park 
(north  of  the  Rec  Center)  is  severely 
threatened  by  alien  weeds,  too  many  fires, 
and  a  lack  of  maintenance.     The  wildlife 
is  decreasing;  species  are  being  lost. 

The  Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park  are 
dedicated  to  preserving  and  restoring  the 
native  plants,  animals  and  geological 
features  of  the  canyon  and  to  enhancing 
the  recreational  and  educational  values 
there.     Our  main  project  last  fall  was 
to  apply  for  funding  for  a  Natural  Re- 
sources Inventory  and  Master  Plan.  If 
approved,  these  funds  will  enable  us  to 
plan  effective  restoration    projects  and 
preserve  this  unique  asset  to  city  life. 
Decisions  will  be  coming  soon. 

On  April  26th,  the  culmination  of  the 
effort  to  formalize  the  structure  of  the 
Friends  will  take  place,  as  we  will  have 
our  first  annual  meeting  and  election  of 
officers . 

During  1987,  the  Friends  sponsored  7 
hikes  led  by  experts  on  wildf lowers,  ani- 
mal habitats,  insects,  streams,  birds  and 
fire  safety.     We  also  began  developing  a 
fire  control  plan  in  cooperation  with  the 
Fire  Department,  Recreation  and  Parks  De- 
partment and  the  eastern  and  northeastern 
boundary  homeowners.     A  schedule  of  regu- 
lar trash  pickups  was  implemented  using 
city  workers  and  volunteers.     We  assisted 
Scouts  and  other  concerned  people  with 
cutting  back  brush  to  keep  the  nature  trail 
open.     We  drafted  an  18-page  state-of-the- 
canyon  document  summarizing  expert  opin- 
ions about  the  status  and  future  of  the 
canyon, as  a  vehicle  for  requesting  funds 
from  the  City's  Open  Space  Program,  and 
wrote  a  Request  for  Proposal  and  a  Grant 
Request  to  the  State  Urban  Stream  Restor- 
ation Program. 


Upcoming  events  are  highlighted  by  a 
repeat  of  last  year's  phenomenally  popular 
Insect  Hike.     John  Hafernik,  entomology 
professor  from  SFSU,  will  show  us  some 
tiny,  interesting,  rare  and  beautiful 
creatures,  including  the  last  San  Francis- 
co Forked  Tail  Damselflies  to  live  within 
the  city  that  gave  them  their  name.  The 
hike  will  take  place  on  Saturday  morning, 
May  14th,  at  10  a.m. 

The  Friends  meet  on  the  4th  Tuesday  of 
every  month  (except  December)  in  the  Rec 
Center  Auditorium  at  7:45  p.m.     If  you'd 
like  to  help  achieve  the  goals  outlined 
earlier,  you  can  join  the  Friends  for  on- 
ly $10  a  year.

plant  30-35  trees  in  that  area.     For  now, 
while  interest  in  planting  trees  is  strong, 
it's  scattered  throughout  the  neighbor- 
hood, rather  than  being  concentrated  in 
the  necessary  4-block  area.     Perhaps  as 
spring  approaches,  more  people  will  want 
to  become  involved. 

Hazardous  Waste 

Under  a  recently-enacted  state  law, 
each  California  county  must  assess  its 
current  hazardous  waste  disposal  programs, 
procedures  and  facilities,  assess  its 
future  needs,  and  develop  a  plan  to  meet 
those  needs.     Counties  must  also  indicate 
areas  where  any  one  of  seven  different 
types  of  hazardous  waste  transfer  or  dis- 
posal activities  could  take  place. 

San  Francisco  has  begun  this  process. 
Community  meetings  began  in  February.  The 


first  draft  of  our  county  plan  will  be 
submitted  to  the  state  at  the  end  of  March, 
Beginning  in  April,  public  hearings  on  the 
proposed  plan  will  be  held  throughout  the 
City,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will 
review  alternatives.     Watch  for  the  sched- 
ule of  hearings,  as  this  is  a  serious 
issue  we  must  all  face  together.

Coalition  Update 


One  of  the  GPA's  best  investments  in 
our  future  is  its  sponsorship  of  The  Boy 
Scouts  and  Cub  Scouts.       Cub  Pack  114,  with 
32  7-10-year-old  boys  and  27  adults,  all 
enthusiastic  members,  are  led  by  Cubmaster 
Bob  Lando,  now  in  his  23rd  year  of  pack 
leadership . 

In  January,  the  pack  held  their  annual 
Pinewood  Derby.     The  boys  hand-carved, 
assembled  and  painted  small  wooden  cars 
and    ran  them  on  an  8-lane  track,  built

almost  the  entire  length  of  the  Rec  Cen- 
ter Auditorium!     Some  of  the  parents 
built  their  own  racers  this  year  and  com- 
peted against  each  other.

Following  a 
potluck  feast,  13  Cubs  received  their  ad- 
vancement for  the  month,  and  Mark  Asnaya, 
District  Executive,  accepted  a  donation 
from  the  Sustaining  Membership  Enrollment 
fundraiser. 

The  Cubs  are  looking  forward  to  summer 
activities  such  as  Day  Camp  at  Stern 
Grove,  sports  camps  at  Livermore  and  Rus- 
sian River,  baseball  games,  picnics  and 
other  enjoyable  programs. 

Boy  Scout  Troop  114  has  a  small  but 
enthusiastic  and  eager  group  of  7  boys  and 
9  adults.     Bob  Lando  leads  this  group, 
too,  ably  assisted  by  Karl  Seligman  and 
Nat  Stookey  (both  of  whom  earlier  earned 
coveted  Eagle  Rank,  Scouting1 s  highest 
award).

The  GPA  is  one  of  43  members  of  the 
Coalition  for  San  Francisco  Neighborhoods, 
a  city-wide  organization  which  serves  as 
a  voice  for  San  Francisco's  multi-issue, 
geographically-based  resident  associa- 
tions.    The  CSFN's  functions  include  in- 
formation exchange,  lobbying  and  monitor- 
ing public  agencies.     Projects  tackled 
include  stronger  code  enforcement,  zoning 
to  neighborhood  scale,  improved  Muni  ser- 
vice, billboard  control,  preferential 
parking  programs,  protecting  parks  from 
building  shadows,  keeping  branch  libra- 
ries open,  demolition  controls  and  more. 

Each  member  organization  designates  a 
representative  and  two  alternates,  and 
is  responsible  for  hosting  general  meet- 
ings in  turn.     The  GPA's  current  repre- 
sentative is  Ruth  Gravanis,  who  also 
serves  as  CSFN's  Recording  Secretary. 
GPA  member  Jay  Estey  is  the  vice  chair  of 
the  CSFN's  new  Environment  Committee, 
which  will  deal  with  issues  such  as  air- 
craft noise,  billboard  blight  and  the 
preservation  of  open  space. 

All  members  of  member  organizations  are 
invited  to  attend  committee  meetings  and 
may  become  voting  members  after  attending 
one  meeting.     Committees  which  deal  with 
current  issues  most  affecting  Glen  Park 
include:     Housing  (John  Bardis,  661-5665), 
Safety  (Margaret  Verges,  346-4967)  and 
Environment  (Tim  Treacy,  681-2568).  Call 
the  chairs  above  to  learn  the  date  and 
location  of  the  next  meeting. 

All  GPA  members  are  also  invited  to 
attend  general  meetings  of  CSFN.  The 
next  meeting  will  be  held  on  Tuesday, 
March  15  at  7:30  p.m.  at  Douglas  School, 
4235  19th  St.  between  Collingwood  and 
Diamond.     Agenda  items  include  parking 
taxes  and  fees,  extension  of  the  Open 
Space  Fund,  the  use  of  Port  lands  south 
of  China  Basin,  and  a  proposal  to  adjust 
the  Gann  Spending  Limit.     GPA  members  who 
attend  a  few  meetings  and  are  interested 
in  serving  as  alternate  representatives 
are  urged  to  call  Ruth  Gravanis  to  volun- 
teer. 
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Fight  for  Open  Space 

At  its  February  meeting,  the  GPA  voted 
to  support  the  concept  of  extending  the 
Open  Space  Acquisition  and  Park  Renovation 
Program.     What's  it  all  mean? 

The  Open  Space  Program  (aka  'Prop  J') 
was  approved  by  the  electorate  in  1974, 
and  will  expire  in  1990  unless  a  new 
Charter  Amendment  is  passed  renewing  it. 
Glen  Park,  and  the  city  as  a  whole,  has 
greatly  benefitted  from  Prop  J  in  the 
acquisition  of  open  space  (e.g.,  purchase 
of  Martha  Hill,  now  Dorothy  Erskine  Park), 
development  of  newly  acquired  open  space, 
renovation  of  existing  parks  (tennis 
court  lighting  and  refurbishing  the  Rec 
Center) ,  and  maintenance  of  properties 
acquired  through  the  program. 

But  if  the  Open  Space  element  of  the 
City's  Master  Plan  is  to  be  fulfilled, 
much  more  needs  to  be  done.     Because  many 
areas  are  still  deficient  in  parks  and 
open  space,  an  ad  hoc  citizens  committee 
has  formed  to  assure  the  program  contin- 
ues via  a  November  ballot  measure.  The 
new  proposal  differs  from  the  existing 
program  in  several  ways.     It  allocates 
only  6c  instead  of  10c  per  $100  assessed 
valuation;  it  changes  the  composition  of 
the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  which 
recommends  projects  to  be  funded;  emphasis 
is  placed  on  the  use  of  low-maintenance 


landscaping;  and  an  Office  of  Volunteer 
Coordination  will  recruit  neighborhood 
volunteers  for  maintenance.     The  actual 
language  of  the  ballot  proposition  is  sub- 
ject to  modification  based  on  input.

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New  President's  Message 


Seven  years  ago,  when  I  first  moved 
to  Glen  Park,  I  knew  I'd  found  'home'. 
Here  was  a  place  with  all  the  proximal 
benefits  of  a  cosmopolitan  city,  where 
people  still  walked  alone  after  dark. 
A  shopping  district  where  you  could  ac- 
tually buy  what  you  need.     Lots  of  dif- 
ferent ages  and  faces.     With  a  huge  park 
only  3  minutes  from  my  door. 

But  the  proximal  benefits  of  San  Fran- 
cisco bring  with  them  proximal  problems. 
And  Glen  Park  is  feeling  the  effects. 

The  point  is  that  Glen  Park  is  no 
longer  a  sleepy  little  backwater.  To 
act  like  it  is,  to  pretend  the  problems 
don't  exist  and  hope  they'll  just  go 
away  eventually,  to  only  be  involved 
with  our  immediate  families  and  next- 
door  neighbors  —  those  are  the  surest 
ways  possible  to  guarantee  the  quality 
of  life  we  treasure  will  fast  erode. 

While  it's  amazing  how  much  one  ded- 
icated person  working  alone  can  accom- 
plish, the  results  are  even  more  amazing 

—  and  far  more  reliable  —  when  many 
people  work  together.     The  process  is 
not  without  pain.     It  means  first  becom- 
ing aware  of  the  world  beyond  our  own 
doors,  and  accepting  that  it  affects  us. 
It  means  open  dialogue  on  differing 
points  of  view,  in  order  to  hammer  out 

a  concensus  and  a  workable  approach  that 
lets  us  maximize  the  advantages  and  min- 
imize the  disadvantages  and  effects  of 
the  issues  we  face.     It  means  patience 
and  tolerance,  including  patience  in 
listening  to  'their'  issues  while  we 
wait  for  our  own  to  be  addressed. 

Above  all,  it  means  leaving  the  com- 
fort of  our  homes  for  a  few  hours  a  month 

—  even  when  we're  tired  and  it's  rain- 
ing and  there's  something  fantastic  on 
TV  —  to  talk  with  each  other  and  learn. 
And  to  make  that  effort  even  when  imme- 
diate results  are  hard  to  see,  in  the 
sure  and  certain  conviction  that  ulti- 
mately the  effort  will  pay  off. 


To  me,   that's  what  the  GPA  —  and 
other  neighborhood  groups  throughout  the 
city  —  are  all  about.     Becoming  in- 
volved is  something  of  an  act  of  faith. 
But  not  to  be  involved  is  to  ensure  that 
all  the  reasons  that  made  us  choose  to 
live  in  Glen  Park  will  eventually  be 
taken  away. 

If  all  that  jibes  with  your  views, 
I  hope  you'll  join  GPA  and  become  active. 
If  it  doesn't,  I  really  hope  you'll  join, 
because  the  object  of  the  Association  is 
to  advocate  the  views  of  the  entire 
neighborhood,  not  just  those  of  the 
people  dedicated  enough  to  attend  meet- 
ings.    Thanks,  and  stay  in  touch.
